Mr. HK. Somerset Fitzroy, instructed by 
Messrs. Lee and Russ, appeared. for the 
plaintiff, while, as mentioned, Mr. Eldon 
Potter, K.C,, who ‘was instructed by 
Messrs. Johnson, 
appeared. for the.
